Sher- 
iff Wall went to give the prisoners thei 
morning meal about 7 o’clocK@nd coin 
maided them to enter rh ur celle and close 
the doors. He then pulled the lever which 
locks all gS og automaticaay aud open d 
the outside door, which opens into the pas- 
sage between the cells. 

To all appearances the cells were securely 
fastened, but the prisoners in one of thom 
had been shrewd enough to prevent the au- 
tomatie bolt from closing them in, They 
had not closed their door sufficietitly and 
instead of the bolt passing on the outside. 
it went between the door and the cell, thus 
leaving it unfastened. , 

When Sheriff Wall entered the passage, 
the prisoners in this cell dashed upon um 
pulled the automatic lever and réleased the 
Nisoners in che other cells. Then begun a 

d and desperate dash for liberty. The 

ht fleeing men then ran to the Wools, 
about a quarter of a mile in the rear of the 
jail; but the alarm was quickly given and 
men on foot and horseback were soon in 
pursuit. There were eight prisoners in the 
gang, as follows: William and Fred Hor- 
ton, who burned the bridges on the Central 
railroad last October; Willis Clayton, for 
murder recently committed near Doorstep; 
Ben Gilbert and Jake Powers, for hog steal- 
ing; Pete Kyler, for murder committed six 
years ago; Dave Haygooid, for chicken steak 
ing.

and placed back in jail within five hours 
after their escape, but the latter is still at

The bill applies particularly to the 
ocean greyhounds of the Inman line, 
“The City of New York” and The City 


of Paris.” The provisions of the bill are 


that these two vessels be put under the 
American flag provided the company a&: 
once builds two similar vessels in 3 
country. When the Chilean war was on, 
this country wanted to purchase “The 
City of New York” and “The City of 
Paris” for immediate use in that emer- 
gency. But under the laws of Great 
Britain it is necessary that three weeks 
notice be given before a vessel may aban- 
don the British flag. This time was too 
long for this country to wait if the vessels 
were to be of any use at all, and, there- 
fore, the project was abandoned. The 
lesson learned then, however, convinced 
congress and the president that some 
provisions shou be made for such an 


emergency in the future. Under the prot conven

The third bill passed under suspension 
of the rules was the most important of 
all. It was the free binding twine bill 
reported from thé ways and means com- 
mittee. The republicans opposed it, but 
it went through by a solid democratic 
vote. This and the free cotton bagging 
ties and machinery bill, passed several 
weeks ago, proves to the farmers that 
the demotratic house 1s Their friend. 

It is not probable that any of the tariff 
bills will pass the senate at this session. 
but if the democrats win in November, 
all of them will become laws. The house 
during the afternoon passed several other 
important bills and then took up the con- 
sular and diplomatic appropriation b. 
That will probably pass tomorrow, and

A Victory for Colonel Moses. 

Colonel Moses of the fourth is proving 
himself to be a valuable representative of 
his district and of the state.

widows have not remarried, shall be 
placed upon the pension rolls. 

The - pension will be $8 a 
month. There are men and women in 
perhaps every county in Georgia who 
will. be entitled to a pension of 
$8 a month, under this bill. It wilt 
undoubtedly pass the senate very soon 
and will become a law at this session of 
congress. a

Columbia, S. C., May 2.—(Special.)—The 
people of South Carolina have spoken 
and their voice is emphatic. The-returns 
from the county conventions held through- 
out the state today show that South 
Carolina stands as strongly as ever at 
Governor Tillman’s back, and that the 
democrats of the state are almost unani- 
mous in their opposition to the nomina- 
tion of Grover Cleveland for president.

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The Hatch Bill. 

The Hatch bill to prohibit fictitious 
dealing in agricultural products is the 
first serious attempt on the part of con- 
gress to stop the great gambling games 
that go on in Chicago and New York. 

The nature of the question is such as 
to present serious difficulties to the leg- 
islator. Anything which has a semblance 
of the equalities inherent in a genuine con- 
tract is not easy to reach without running 
afoul of the constitution; but the evil 
complained of has gone so far beyond the 
original meaning of honest buying and 
selling for future delivery that some char- 
acteristics of the genuine contract. are 
wholly missing, and there is no doubt 
that this commercial gambling ougyt to 
be as much amenable to law as an ordi- 
nary game of faro. 

It is worthy of remark that the boards 
of trade, which have memorialized con- 
gress against this bill, themselves con- 
demn and prohibit by stringent rule the 
very practices which the bill seeks to 
prohibit. These bodies of traders put the 
ban of their disapproval on “puts,” 
„Calls,“ privileges and options; that is 
to say, upon fictitious transactions which 
amount to nothing but bets on the market. 
In this they concede the essential justice 
of the measure, for as Mr. Hatch said to 
Mr. Samuel Allerton in the committee, 
the bill does not seek to prohibit the 
actual owner of any commodity from 


selling it for future delivery. It is impor- | 


tant to notice that this bill recognizes 
the absolute right of men to sell a bale of 
eotton or a bushel of wheat for delivery 
at any time he may see proper, and the 
absolute right of the man who buys it 
in. good faith to resell the products for 
any price he is willing to take for it. The 
bill does not undertake to stop the trans- 
action so long as it is the actual owner 
who sells. This gives the legitimate buy- 
ers of grain or cotton a fair chance to 
guard against rfsk by selling in advance 
the amount they have bought. That is 
just what every grain merchant does 
when he orders a carload of corn for an 
Atlanta grocer, just the same the con- 
tractor does when he takes the job of 
building a house and lets it out. in detail 
to subcontiactors—it is legitimate busl- 
ness. 
But when a commercial gambler 
is allowed to put up a margin of a dollar 
a bale—say 21-2 per cent of its value— 
and throw upon the market in one breath 
as much cotton as ten counties will pro- 
duce, when a fictitious seller is allowed 
to discount the work of thousands of toil- 
ing producers, there is something rotten 
fn the system. 
The New York papers which are howl- 
ing against the anti-lottery bill have lift- 
ed up their voices in holy horror at the 
real estate speculations of the south and 
west; yet the real estate speculations are 
held down by a heavy cash payment of 
one-fourth to one-third of its value, the 
half being sometimes demanded in ad- 
vance. It is just such limitation of reality 
that the honest men of the country wish 
to see put on the dealing in futures. In 
a word, futures are to be confined to 
actual buying and selling, ‘With this 
restriction, no one can buy who has not 
the money to pay for the commodity, 
and no one can sell who owns nothing. 
The secret of the objection from pious 
members of the boards of trade was let 
out. by Mr. Allerton, who replied to Mr. 
Hatch’s assertion that the bill did not 


prohibit the owner from Selling for future 


delivery. — . 

“But you have killed the speculator, 
and who is to buy?” 

The answer is that any man can buy 
who has the money to pay, but the man 
who has only one or two per cent for 
margin is shut out. In other words, the 
lambs are shut out and that is what 
troubles the wolves. Furthermore, they 
will find it much harder to influence the 
market. When. they must hunt a com- 
modity for a contract before they can 
buy it, and will be compelled to buy 
before they can sell, it will not go easy to 
carry things their own way. The amount 
of any commodity offered on theamarket 
will then have some relation to the actual 
supply. If only actual owners sell, there 
will only be the actual quantity to offer 
at a given time, no matter how many 
times it has been bought and sold. This 
brings back the market to its original 
bearings, with the law of demand and 
supply in full operation without unnat- 
ural disturbance. f 

As we said at the outset, it is no child’ 
play to frame a bill that will get 
question. Mr. Hatch has given the matter 
careful and mature deliberation, and it 
is the duty of the house to take his 
measure in hand and perfect it.

Spanish-American Ferocity, 

The revolution in Venezuela bids fair 
to be a repetition of the atrocities of the 
Chilean civil war. | 

When one of the president’s generals 
was killed, the other day, the revolution- 
ists threw his dead body into the street 
where their hatchets cHopped it into un- 


- recognizable bits. 


On the government side equal barbar- 
ity is manifested. The president holds 
the son of the revolutionary leader, Cres- 
po, as a hostage, and threatens to kill 
him if his father marches within five 
miles of the capital. The boy’s mother 
has also been notified that unless she 
reveals her husband’s plans her son will 
be tortured. Her answer was worthy of a 
Roman matron. She refused to tell any- 
thing. 

These Spanish-Americans are appar- 
ently our equals in civilization. They 
are religious in their way, and in peace 
they are the most courteous and agree- 
able people in the world. How they can 
so suddenly relapse into the barbarous 
ferocity of the days of Pizarro the mo- 
ment they get into a row is one of the 
curiosities of human nature. It is to be 
hoped that they will sometime get 
through with their revolutions and settle 
down to business, but the outlook is any- 
thing but promising. 


The Farmers and the Democratic Party. 

The attention of the democrats who 
will control the action of the Chicago 
convention cannot be too often or too 
earnestly called to the attitude of the 
farmers of the south. This is our excuse 
for recurring to and dwelling on the mat- 
ter with such persistent frequency, and it 
must serve for our excuse now and here- 
after. 

The personal popularity or unpopular- 
ity of this or that candidate, or the abil- 
ity of any particular person to carry one 
doubtful state or the other, may be left 
entirely out of view. The problem involv- 
ed in the attitude of the southern farmers 
is sufficiently important to stand by itself. 
The dangers and difficulties which it sug- 
gests are sufficiently interesting to attract 
and hold the attention of those who are 
more interested in the success of demo- 
cratic principles than they are in the 
promotion of their own personal prefer- 
ences or prejudices. ae 

In regard to the third party, we may 
say that its strength, as well as its weak- 
ness has been exaggerated. As matters 
stand today, it is not a dangerous element 
in any southern state except North Caro- 
lina. In Georgia thus far the movement 
does not imperil democratic success. 
It has attraéted the support of those only 
who are tb impatient to await events, 
and who take it for granted that because 
Wall street laid its cunning hand, on the 
Bland bill in the house, the national con- 
vention must fall under its influence. The 
third party is not dangerous, but it is not 
weak to the point of ineffectiveness. That 
fact ought to be remembered. 

The danger of the democratic party 
resides in that large element among the 
farmers which is biding its time and 
patiently waiting events. They are engag- 
ed in no movement of any sort; they have 
not gone into the third party, and they 
are not making any threats; they are 
absolutely quiescent. Yet they do not 
hesitate to say that if the democratic 
convention caters to the goldbug influ- 
ence of the east and puts, up an anti- 
silver man on a financial plank that 
amounts to a straddle, they will feel 
themselves absolved from any further 
obligation to act with the democratic 
party on national questions. This means, 
of course, that they will either join the 
third party, or act with the free coinage 
party organizing in the far west. This 
means a serious democratic division 
throughout the south—a division that. will 
strip the party ‘of a number of electoral 
votes. a 
The feeling on the part of the farmers 
who have not gone with the third party, 
but who are waiting to see what the 
democratic party wit @6, may be judged 
from the frank expressions given in a 
meeting of the Farmers’ Alliance in Fair- 
field county, S. C., two or three weeks 
ago. After the alliance had transacted 
the business before it, the members 
resolved themselves into a farmers’ meet- 
ing and discussed the political situation. 
The expressions of opinion were of the 
frankest and friendliest character. There 
were no politicians or would-be < office 
holders present to give a radical turn 
or interpretation to the purposes of the 
farmers, and the farmers carried on their 
debate and interchanged opinions with- 
out confusion and with ‘a total absence 
of noisy: demonstrations. 

Finally the sense of the meeting was 
put in the shape of resolutions, It was 
resolved that in the case of the nomina- 
tion for president or for state congress- 
men of men who are opposed to the 
free coinage of silver, the farmers will 
not be expected to support the nominees. 
It was also resolved that it ts neither 
necessary nof expedient to organize a 
third party until after the result of the 
democratic national convention is known. 

The question was discussed whether 
prospective bolters could honorably main- 
tain their party affiliations.’ The meet- 

after discussing the matter, decided 
that questions of national and local con- 
cern are essentially different and dis- 
tinct; that the unity of the white people 
in state matters is essential to the pres- 
ervation of white supremacy on which 
depends the prosperity of Carolina; but 
that there is no longer any ‘good reason 
why people should not vote as they 
thought best for their interest and pro- 
tection on all national questions. 7 

Here the substantial and conservative 
farmers were speaking.

Nor need we’ try 
for, fact or fancy, ‘On the Plantation’ is de- 
lightful reading, .That it was written by one 
who is familiar with the rural life which it 
depicts is certain, for every touch autlienti- 
cates itself; the adventures of Joe Maxwell 
really happened to that bright and brisk Iit- 
tle fellow, and the stories, fables, parables, 
apologues, or what not, which are scattered 
here and there—they, too, are native, to the 
manner born, genuine tcl? tales, which have 
now come into literature, to remain there, 
not merely to delight children, for whom, in 
a certain sense, this pleasant book seems to 
have been written, but children of a larger 
growth, to whom two or three of them are 
more pertinent and weighty than they can be

The Exact Situation. 

There is no third party in South Carolina 
and there is no likelihood of there being any. 
The reason is simple—there is no more need 
of a new movement in South Carolina than 
there was in Georgia. The alliance can gaiu 
nothing by going outside of the democratic 
party and ‘t can lose much. This argument 
proved irresistible in South Carolina. 

There was an attempt to inaugurate a 
third party movement in the northwestern 
section of the state, in Oconee, Pickens, An- 
derson and neighboring counties. This move- 
ment was most pronounced nearest the Geor- 
gia line. Governor Tillman, Senator Irby 
and the other recognized and accepted lead- 
ers of the democracy took a firm and decided 
stand against this movement and their power 
and influence quickly killed it. The third 
party is looked upon as the merest possibil- 
ity, a sort of dernier resort, a heroic measure 
that only the most unbearable of circum- 
stances and conditions would justify the ap- 
plication of. 

In South Carolina there are about sixty- 
five thousand white voters. Of this number 
there are somewhat over forty thousand in 
the ranks of the farmers’ alliance. Thus the 
alliance has a large majority of the voting 
population of the state. In addition to the 
40,000 men in the alliance there are about 
eight thousand farmers who are in thorough 
sympathy with the demands of the alliance, 
though not enrolled in it, who will vote for 
its demands each and every time. In addi- 
tion to this array of strength there are sev- 
eral thousand mechanics and laborers in the 
cities and large towns who favor the de- 
mands of the alliance and who are with the 
farmers’ movement heart and jin It is 
true that this source of strength is sofhewhat 
cut off by the fact that many of these men 
know that their jobs, on which they and their 
families depend for their daily bread, would 
be taken from them did they dare to vote 
openly in accordance with their honest 
opinions and go contrary to the will and 
opinions of those who employ them. 

Figured in every possible way the opposi- 
tion to the alliance and its demands is very 
small. To sum the whole matter up the alli- 
ance is the democracy of South Carolina 
and controls the entire machinery of the 


party. 


World's Fair. 


Although the South Carolina legislature 
refused at its last sitting to appropriate any 
money whatever for a state exhibit at Chi- 
cago, the patriotic women of the state have 
taken the matter in charge and are making 
splendid efforts to have South Carolina well 
represented at the world's fair. The 
women all over the state are diligently co- 
operating and pushing ahead in the matter 
of collecting exhibits. Among the notable 
articles secured so far is a broadcloth coat 
made by ex-President Andrew Jackson for 
Chief Justice Simpson in 1820, when Jack- 
son was a tailor at Laurens; also a quilt 


made by a lady to whom Jackson was en- 


gaged in 1820. The worthy president of 
the Woman's World's Fair Association de- 
serves lasting gratitude at the hands of 
South Carolina for her untiring efforts to 
make the state exhibit a success. 


Senator Irby. 


Senator Irby has been confined to his 
bed ever since his return to South Carolina 
with a painful attack of inflammatory 
rheumatism. If sufficiently recovered, he 
will return to Washington next Tuesday, 
accompanied by Mrs. and Miss Irby. 

Senator Irby will resign the chairmanship 
of the state democratic executive committee 
immediately after the state convention, 
which meets in August for the nomination 
of state officers. 

It is thought that Hon. Ira B. Jones 
speaker of the house of representatives, will 
succeed him, although there are several 
other prominent gentlemen mentioned in 
this connection. 


Hampton to Speak Memorial Day. 


The annual meeting of the Richland Me- 
morial Association was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at 5 o’clock in the Wintbro in- 
ing school building. It was decided that 
General Wade Hampton be invited to de- 
liver the oration on Memorial Day. Gen- 
eral Hampton returned teday from Savan- 
nah, where he delivered a similar address, 
which has been favorably commented on 
by a number of Georgia and Carolina pa- 
pers.

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Council Shakes Its Head und Says 0 
to a Petition Providing for One, 
BUT THE PETITION STILL -LIVES. 


A Busy and Breesy Meeting of the City 
Council Yesterday — Peachtree 
‘Asphalt Goes Over. 


The semi-monthly meeting of the city 
council, yesterday afternoon, was unusually 
airy and brisk. 

From 3 o’clock until 8 o’clock the city 
fathers kept each other guessing what 
would come next. : 

It’s a dull day when Atlanta’s council 
fails to stir up a lively breeze, and yester- 
day was not a dull day, by any means. 

Sunday concerts, a resolution to investi- 
gate all the city office records, a communi- 
cation from a citizen complaining of wrongs 
at the city marshal’s hands, and Peachtree 
street asphalt paving, were the live ques- 
tions upon which the city fathers legislated. 

No sooner has the cyclorama resolution 
been draped in crape than there comes to 
the council.a request for the privilege of 
running Sunday concerts. 


The council doubled up its fist, in the way 


of official action,and gave the latter request 
a blooming black eye. 

With the same vigor did they hear 
Alderman Wood ward's plea for investiga- 
tion of the city offices. 

Narrowly did the Peachtree asphalt, ordi- 
nance escape becoming a law. Once its 
passage seemed assured, but the prudent 
city fathers deemed it wise to move cau- 
tiously. It went over to the next meeting. 

The Meeting Begins. 


When Mayor Pro Tem. Reinhardt rapper 
the gavel, he looked as fresh as a morning 
glory in a new spring suit. 

“I have here,” said Clerk Woodward, “a 
communication from the mayor.” 

And he read it: 

Atlanta, Ga., April 80, 1892.—To the Mem- 
bers of the General Council—Gentlemen: I 
respectfully recommend that an inspector be 
appointed, whose duty it shall be to inspect 
the material to be used in the construction of 
the following public buildings, now in course 
of erection: gine house, on West Alabama 
street; police headqyarters, on Decatur street, 
and school house, on Edgewood avenue. Re- 
spectfully, W. A. HEMPHILL, Mayor. 

The mayor’s letter went to the building 
committee. 

The reports of the commissioner of pub- 
lic _— and of the city comptroller were 
read. 

A Matter of Street Cars. 

When the dry reports, stuffed with sta- 
tistics, had been read, Dr. Turner shook a 
formidable document at the clerk. “This,” 
said he, “is a petition, signed by a number 
of prominent residents on Wash- 
ington street, asking that the 
Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany be made to give them a better service 
than is proposed when the new line is 
built. The people residing between Trinity 
avenue and Woodward avenue, on Wash- 
ington street, will get cars only one way by 
the proposed plan. I think their grievance 
is a just one. They have had this service 
for twenty years. Shall it be taken from 
them now?” 

A number of Washington street residents 
were present, and the rules were suspended 
and they were given a hearing. : 

Mr. E. W. rtin reperesented their de- 
mands in a short but — talk. 

They were only to have outgoing cars, 
he said, by the proposed plan. They could 
go home, but could not get back. 

The petition was granted. 

Mr. Joel Hurt addressed the council. He 
said the action of the council was arbitrary. 
What is asked was a physical impossibility. 
It was not true, as had been stated, that 
cars were given only one way. 

A reconsideration was nted and the 
entire matter was referred to the electric 
light committee. 

A petition from the Atlanta Traction 
Company to be allowed to lay double tracks 
was read and referred. 

Sunday Concerts. 


The next petition was a bombshell, in its 
way. Clerk Woodward read it coolly 


enough, but the councilmen pricked up their 


ears. Aldermen Rice and Turner shook 
their heads in disapproval as the petition 
was read. 

Read that over again, won't you?” asked 
Alderman Boyd. 

The clerk read it. It was from the At- 
lanta Traction Company, and asked for per- 
mission to hold concerts at Brisbine park on 
Sunday afternoons, charging a small admis- 
sion fee, the character of the music and the 
conduct on the grounds to be governed by 
the city council. The music would be of a 
sacred character. 

Now,“ said Mr. Broyles, who intro- 
duced the resolution, before any one could 
get the floor, Mr. Burton Smith is here 
and asks to be allowed to say a few words 
for the petition.”’ 

The request was granted, and he said the 
admission fee was only intended to cover 
the price of the music. What the company 
wanted was to carry the people. 

“This,” said Dr. Turner, is the cyclo- 
rama question again, and I’m opposed to it.

Mr. Hill’s 7 per cent ordinance was the 
subject of a lot of talk.

This to 
be followed by the names of the public 
buildings and grovnd committee, and of 
the police commissioners.

Councilman McWaters offered a resolu- 
tion allowing saloon men to keep open until 
11 o’clock on Saturday nights, to allow 
them to clear up, etc. The resolution was 
tabled in about the time it would take to 
wink an eye. 

Alderman Rice introduced a tion 
authorizing the mayor to appoint a build- 
ing inspector at $4 per day, his services to 
be dispensed with when not needed. 

After a long discussion the matter went 
to the committee on public buildings. 

At half-past 7 o’clock Clerk Woodward 
still held a number of papers in his hand 
unread. 

The city fathers were getting hungry and 
tired, and adjourned. :

The City Court Safe. 


The supreme court announced a number 
of decisions yesterday morning, among 
them two of general interest. 

One of them settles the legality of the 
September term of the city court, which 
has been attacked recently in a number of 
cases. The case in which this opinion was 
rendered is that of Allison against the 
Richmond and Danville railroad. Allison 
is a mail clerk, who was very badly in- 
jured in a railroad smash-up. He got a 
judgment for $13,000 in Judge Van Epps’s 
court, and the case was carried up. One 
of the grounds was that the September 
term of the city court was abolished by 
the act creating the criminal court of At- 
lanta. The supreme court says the Sep- 
tember term was not abolished, and the 
judgment is affirmed. 

The other case is that of Jefferson vs. 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany. This is the negro who was intimi- 
dated on the train by drunken men, who 
poked a Ar- in his face. He got a 
verdict of $1,000 against the company, and 
the supreme court affirms: the judgment, 
holding that a colored passenger upon a 
railroad train is entitled to the same pro- 
tection against drunken and violent men, 
seeking to molest, outrage and humiliate 
him, as a white passenger. This protec- 
tion must be afforded by the conductor to 
the extent of all the power with which he 
is clothed by the company or by the law, 
and his failure to afford it, when he has 
knowledge that there is occasion for his 
interference, will subject the company to 
liability and damages. A verdict for $1,000 
in this case was not excessive. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke's Vacation.
